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¥ Neighbors Object To 
4 Further Expansion Of 
Country Club Housing 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Developer Yvon Cormier is ready to open 
up a new section of his 360-acre Andover 
Country Club development — but this week 
abutters said they are still unhappy with 
sections that have already been started and 
remain unfinished. 

At a public hearing before the Planning 
Board Tuesday night, the developer's engi- 
neer, Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Perkins 
Associates, said Cormier is requesting a 
special permit for a cluster development, 
an earth removal and regrading permit, 
and approval of a definitive subdivision 
plan for section four of the development. 

The 38.9-acre section is bounded by Bea- 
con Street and Route 495, Ferrante said 
and is located at the end of Canterbury 
Street, where the clubhouse and golf course 
are located. The proposed cluster devel- 
opment would include 38 house lots and 
nearly 13 acres of permanent open space, 
most of it part of the golf course, according 
to the engineer 

The section would consist of a 40-foot 
roadway off Beacon Street ending in a cul 
de-sac, with a smaller cul-de-sac leading off 
that roadway and another three-lot cul-de

Proclaimed 


By a unanimous vote of the select- 
men, Oct. 15 has been proclaimed Rich- 
ard Collins Day in Andover.

A new baby can be much more than a 
bundle of joy. As every parent knows, it can 
also be a bundle of exhaustion, anxiety and 
confusion. New mothers, home from work 
for the first time, may find themselves 
alone and isolated. They may long to meet 
other mothers, to make a connection with 
their community but where do they be 
gin? 

Last year, Marlies Zammuto and a group 
of ten other Andover women stopped wait- 
ing for someone to answer that question and 
came up with their own answer: The Moth 
er Connection. A non-profit organization 
run by volunteers, the Mother Connection 
offers ‘‘information, support, resources and 
recreation’ to parents of all ages with 
children of all ages in Andover and sur 
rounding towns, Marlies says 

Our philosophy is very grass-roots,”’ she 
explains. ‘‘We're not trying to tell parents 
how to parent. It’s more a sharing with 
other parents. And if we share it, it will be 
just a lot easier and more enjoyable for us 
ill 

Marlies, a professional educator who has 
taught parenting classes in Andover since 
she moved here five years ago, did not 
overestimate the need for an organization 
like TMC (as the Mother Connection is 
informally known). Within three weeks af 
ter she and a steering committee mailed 
ut the organization's first newsletter in 
April 1982, 100 families had responded 

And in just over a year, with very little 
advertising and a lot of word-of-mouth 


membership has grown to 475 families (‘‘an 
average of a family a day Ms. Zammuto 
notes including 260 Andover families 


many from neighboring cities and towns 
ind some from as far away as Jamaica 
Plain and Manchester, N.H. TMC now has 
members in 45 communities in six states 

t's been a very exciting and challenging 
project, and it’s been very exciting to watch 
it grow,’’ Marlies says. ‘‘We really didn’t 
know what to expect.’’ With their first year 
behind them, the steering committee now 
hopes to see more members get more in 
volved, to bring their own ideas to TMC and 
keep the group moving in new directions 

Ms. Zammuto, a mother of two who 

speaks of the Mother Connection with great 
warmth and enthusiasm, emphasizes that 
TMC is not aimed just at mothers at home 
with pre-schoolers 

At least half, if not more, of our mem 
bers work outside the home,”’ she points 
out. Members range from age 20 to 76; they 
include single fathers, babysitters, grand 
parents, day-care providers, professional 
educators. (TMC’s first member, Marlies 
recalls fondly, was ‘‘a single male from 
Cambridge with no children. He just 
thought it was a great idea!

The heart of the Mother Connection is a 
newsletter published ten times a year by 
the steering committee. When the organiza 
tion began, with ‘‘no money and no space”’ 
where members could meet regularly, the 
newsletter became a way for the steering 
committee to ‘‘provide information and 
services’ to members, Marlies says, and 
keep everyone in touch 

Each issue of the newsletter includes ten 


regular features, all focused on one theme 
September's theme is the kindergarten 
year. ‘Reader's Forum’’, a feature article 
usually contributed by a parent, leads off 
every issue; the features are ‘‘very lively”’ 
accounts of parents’ experiences written 

straight from the heart,’’ Ms. Zammuto 
says. In the ‘Tattletales’’ section, TMC 
reviews books, records and magazines that 
deal with the month’s theme. And ‘Snips 
and Snails’’ describes resources available 
in the area for parents and children (Sep- 
tember’s issue features gymnastics clubs, 
for example. } 

The rest of the attractive 20-page news- 
letter is devoted to the Mother Connection’s 
upcoming events and activities, which are 
many and varied: a baby-sitting cooper- 
ative, discussion groups on ‘‘working is- 
sues’’ for parents who work outside the 
home, rap sessions on parenting issues 

the growing family’) or fun topics (like a 
review of cheeses offered by the Butler’s 
Pantry), and field trips and other activities 
for children (yesterday, pre-schoolers took 
a bus ride to West Elementary School and 
toured kindergarten classrooms; next 
week, they'll journey to Mack’s Apple Or-

And the newsletter highlights one of 


TMC's most successful features, workshops 
offered by anyone with an interest or talent 
not necessarily a member of the 
organization. The Mother Connection han- 
dies all the organizing chores for the 
workshop, collecting only 50 cents per par- 
ticipant; the rest of the attendance fees 
are paid to the workshop

The workshops offer information and en- 
tertainment to TMC members, and also 
give presenters a chance to try out their 
skills, Marlies points out. ‘We've been ex- 
tremely pleased with the workshops,”’ she 
says. “They've been absolutely top quality 
and we've had a tremendous variety of 
topics.’ Parenting skills, children’s activ- 
ities, assertiveness training, career devel- 
opment, wardrobe planning, and nutrition 
have been among the workshop topics of- 
fered to date 

The Mother Connection also sponsors 
community events: At 8 o’clock tonight at 
Memorial Hall Library, Kathryn Goldner 
and Carole Vogel, the authors of a chil- 
dren's book called The Dangers of Strang- 
ers, will give a free lecture on teaching 
children to protect themselves from strang- 


ers

All of TMC’s services are ‘‘very easy to 
use,’’ Ms. Zammuto says — members just 
have to phone in reservations. And activ- 
ities are always flexible: If too many peo- 
ple sign up for a workshop, for instance 
I'MC simply schedules a second session 

Members are free to use the Mother Con 

whichever way they want,’’ she 
They can come to everything or just 
use the newsletter. We're not pushing it 
we're just letting it grow. Our feeling is 
that even if only two people come to an 
event, it’s a success, because at least it put 
those two people in touch with each other 
And the next time they come to something, 
they'll know someone.”

fathering, building traditions, adoption, fos- 
ter care, multiple and cluster births, 
friendship, and testing and screening. The 
steering committee's ideas come from par- 
ents’ needs, Marlies says, ‘‘what's going on 
in participants’ lives, their problems 


There are definitely universal themes 
for parents,” she notes. ‘‘It is not some 
thing that is ever mastered — there’s some 
thing new all the time!"’ she says, laughing 

Just when you might say, ‘Okay, now I've 
got it, your child grows into a different 
Stage, or you have a second child with a 
completely different personality. Parenting 
changes daily. Sometimes you feel good 
about it, and other times you wonder, what 
am I doing wrong?” 

Through the Mother Connection, parents 
can share their experiences, see someone 


else's children — and get ‘‘a much healthier 
perspective’’ on parenthood, Marlies be- 
lieves. ‘You develop more realistic expec- 
tations, and everyone's self-esteem 
improves. It's terribly important that peo 
ple know that their feelings are accepted 
Parents tell us, ‘I’ve got people in gro 
cery stores telling me what to do’ — people 
do feel free to come up to you and tell you 
your child should be wearing a hat. And 
reading books can be even more confusing, 
because each one is written with a bias 
‘Parents are their own best experts when 
it comes to their own children,’’ she says 
‘Parenting shouldn't be a competitive situ- 
ation — it should be a shared experience.’’ 
And it helps if parents remember that 
child-rearing ‘can also be a lot of fun,’’ Ms

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Historical Society To 
Present ‘Ancestral Images’ 


Who, in the history of Andover, were Abraham 
Marland, Nathan Frye and Peter Byers Smith? And 
how did Hobart Cark, Timothy Flagg and Amos 
Blanchard contribute to our town’s development? 
What did these and many other outstanding local 
citizens of the town of Andover look like? 

You can find out at the Andover Historical Socie- 
ty Sunday, Oct. 2, at 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. when a slide 
show entitled ‘‘Ancestral Images: A Portrait Ar- 
chive’’ will be offered at a nominal charge. 

Since its founding in 1911, the Andover Historical 
Society has been entrusted with the care and pro- 
tection of the portrait images of many of our illus- 
trious citizens. In recent years, under the direction 
of Geneva H. Killorin, the society has used its own 
resources to arrest evidences of deterioration 
caused by the ravages of time. Professional restor- 
ation procedures, using acceptable museum stan- 
dards, were called for. These irreplaceable works 
can now be viewed in a state of healthy preserva- 
tion, clean and brilliant in color. 

The society has a three-fold purpose in offering 
this slide show: 1. to show at one sitting the faces of 
an impressive number of early Andover citizens 
who helped to shape the history of the town; 2. to 
note briefly the skills of the trained artist as shown 
in some subjects and to point out the differeence 
between these and the work of the so-called itiner- 
ant or provincial artist and, finally, 3. the society 
will show some steps which were required in the 
conservation process.

Andover Bank To Add Third Floor 
To New Main Street Building 


Andover Savings Bank, which only re- 
cently completed construction of its Main 
Street office and business building, will add 
a third floor to the structure. 

Robert M. Henderson, bank president, 
reported this week that plans for the third 
floor are now in the final stages and con- 
struction is expected to get underway this 
fall. 


The new section will house the bank's 
computer operations and other offices, the 
bank president said. 


Completion is anticipated in about a year. 
When the original addition was placed a 
few years ago, it was planned to expand to a 
third floor some day, Henderson pointed 
out, thus the foundation and other allied 


construction was done in order to accom- 
modate this expansion. 

THe building now houses bank facilities 
on the ground floor facing Central Street 
and three business on the Main Street level. 

The construction will be in keeping with 
the current building, in that it will be brick 
and will also have windows facing both 
Main and Central streets. 


Also, planned for the near future is the 
demolition of the wood frame building 
which has been vacant for several months 
and abuts the bank property. Owned by the 
bank, it is planned to take the wooden build- 
ing down and replace it with a structure in 
conformance with the remaining. bank 
building and be devoted to retail space for 
the community, Henderson said. 


Planners Get Progress Report 
On Lowell Junction Office Park 


The Planning Board Tuesday night heard 
a progress report on plans for Corporate 
Place 93, a 59-acre office park proposed for 
the Lowell Junction area. And an engineer 
for the developer said he would return be- 
fore the board in two weeks to discuss a 
traffic impact study with the planners and 
townspeople. 

Engineer James Fuda of Vanesse/Hang- 
en Associates of Boston, representing Bur- 
lington developer Richard Kelly of R.J 
Kelly Company, presented the board with 
copies of a traffic impact study. Fuda said 
he would meet with the board on Oct. 11 to 
make a formal presentation and answer 
questions on that report. 

Thayer Warshaw of Clark Road, rep- 
resenting the Ballardvale Village Im- 
provement Society (B.V.I.S.), said the 
main concern of ‘Vale residents is the in- 
creased traffic that could be created by the 
proposal. Warshaw said B.V.I.S. members 
will attend the Oct. 11 meeting to discuss 
Kelly's traffic report. 

Kelly hopes to- build 400,000 to 500,000 
square feet of office space on the site, 
located off Route 93 near the Gillette plant: 
part of the office park would be located in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

The engineer said Kelly overcame ‘‘a 
major hurdle’’ to developing the site this 
past spring when he reached an agreement 
with the Conservation Commission con- 
cerning the first building to be erected in 
the office park. The commission has writ- 
ten an order of conditions to protect wet- 
lands on the property 

However, the developer is still awaiting 
final resolution of the question of a sewer 
connection for the site, Fuda added. Cur- 
rently there are no sewer lines running to 
the property, which falls outside Andover's 
master plan for sewering the town 

The selectmen have informally agreed to 
include the site in the master plan, if Kelly 
can reduce the town’s problem with inflow 
and infiltration into its existing sewer sys- 
tem. 

The selectmen want Kelly to reduce in- 
flow and infiltration by twice as much as 
his office park would add to the sewer 
system, the engineer explained. He said the 
developer will present a draft proposal to 
Public Works Director Robert McQuade on 
reducing inflow and infiltration 


If McQuade approves that plan, the devel- 
oper will then need from the selectmen a 
formal vote to include Kelly’s site in the 
master plan, as well as permits for individ- 
ual sewer connections for buildings in the 
development 


The developer's alternative is to build a 
septic system to serve the site — and nei- 
ther Kelly nor town officials prefer that 
alternative, Fuda said. 


Finally, he said the developer is continu- 
ing negotiations with the Boston and Maine 
Railroad to build a roadway into the devel- 
opment from Burtt Road: that road would 
cross a B & M freight railroad track. Kelly 
currently holds only a 16-foot right-of-way 
across the tracks. 

Fuda said the Burtt Road entrance would 
be used only for emergency access into the 
site; the primary access would be off Bal- 
lardvale Street in Wilmington, he said 


The planners noted that they cannot ap- 
prove Kelly’s subdivision plan until the 
selectmen, acting as sewer commissioners, 
have approved the sewer connection 


They also indicated that they would like 
to see the approximate square footage of 
office space that will be located in Andover, 
and the maximum number of parking 
spaces that will be included in the office 
park 


The developer of the Indian Ridge subdi- 
vision has agreed in writing to complete 
work on six streets within the development, 


work that will make the streets suitable for 
acceptance as public roadways. 


And the developer, Vazza Associates of 
Braintree, has reached a separate 
agreement with Rollins Cablevision as well. 
so that the cable company may lay under- 
ground cable to provide cable TV for resi- 
dents of the streets 


Members of the Planning Board Tuesday 
night voted four to zero (with Sioux Circle 
resident Margaret Bradshaw abstaining) to 
have Chairman Jerry Greer sign that 
agreement. The agreement will also be 
signed by Vazza and Public Works director 
Robert McQuade. 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore said McQuade 
will have ‘‘final sign-off’’ of the agreement 
Work on the streets must be completed to 
his satisfaction. Once that work is done, the 
streets will be eligible for town meeting 
acceptance as public ways : 

Gilmore said he hoped work on the 
streets would be completed within the next 
three weeks. (Most of the work is relatively

Nancy Skaliotis of Andover has belonged 
to the Mother Connection from the begin- 
ning. When her son, Joel, now 42, was 
born, she found it ‘‘very lonesome at first,’

The 
Mother Connection really did fill a need for 
me.’ 

TMC has been ‘‘a nice source’’ of new 
friends for Joel, who has enjoyed field trips 
and special seasonal events. ‘‘They have 
some really nice things planned for chil- 
dren,’’ Ms. Skaliotis says. And in addition to 
attending rap sessions and workshops, Nan- 
cy has offered workshops in her profession 
al field, music education.

different now there aren't children 
around like there were when I was growing 
up.

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A Day To 
Remember

Over a decade ago, Andover chopped an auditorium 
from its proposed new high school in an effort to save 
money, a decision which was deplored by many at the 
time. 

Sunday, in retrospect, the town may have found the 
regrets of years ago a proper decision. 

For, in the dedication of the J. Everett Collins Center 
For The Performing Arts, Andover may have placed 
itself in contention for the title of cultural center of the 
Merrimack Valley. 

The building committee, headed by Kenneth Gropper, 
attended the Sunday ceremonies which began with a 
family picnic, followed by dedication exercises. As they 
surveyed their accomplishment, there was evidence of a 
certain sense of modest pride about producing a struc- 
ture which will be utilized for educational as well as 
cultural pursuits. 

The Andover blue tone of the interior was accented by 
the acoustical perfection during the afternoon dedication 
and the Boston Pops concert at night. 

Focus of the day’s exercises was J. Everett Collins, for 
whom the building was named. The 89-year-old commu- 
nity leader, whose life has been devoted to giving of 
himself was obviously pleased with the honors bestowed 
upon him. 

There was an occasional tear of joy to fog the perpetual 
twinkle in his eye as various speakers praised his efforts 
and his contributions to Andover for these past nine 
decades. Too, there was the memories recalled through 
the multi-media presentation composed by Bob King of 
the high school faculty. And the consummate joy of 
handling the baton and directing the various chorus 
presentations during the ceremonies 

It was an Andover celebration of the arts. During the 
afternoon program a portrait of Collins was unveiled. 
The work was done by Andover artist Bette Wasser- 
boehr 

The day had begun with a family picnic during which 
hundreds roamed the Shawsheen Road campus, listening 
and watching various performing groups on the outdoor 
Stage. 

Then came the formal dedication and ribbon cutting 
when Collins himself snipped the ribbon and declared, 
‘It’s open!”’ 

The day was capped by the concert by the Boston Pops 
Esplanade orchestra, under the direction of Harry Ellis 
Dickson. The performance was underwritten through a 
grant from the Andover Savings Bank, whose president, 
Robert M. Henderson, opened the evening festivities 
with a short tribute to Collins and the town for producing 
such a magnificent facility. 

After a traditional ‘Stars and Stripes Forever’ conclu- 
sion to the concert, Dickson brought Collins to center 
stage where he again expressed his appreciation and 
proclaimed, ‘‘This has put a charge in my day.” 

At a post-Pops party at the Lanam Club, Glen Gulezian 
and John Schumann, who put together the concert for the 
Andover Endowment of the Arts, Inc., received rightful 
plaudits for the day’s events 

Among those in attendance was John S. Sullivan, who 
was an Andover school committeeman for several years 
He noted that among his regrets 15 years ago was the 
dropping of an auditorium from the high school _ 
when he was chairman, over his objection. 

But, like so many others, he felt that the wait had been 
worth it in what was officially commended to the town 
for its use Sunday, since the original proposal was a far 
cry from what has been realized.

sources. It’s really well-organized. The 
Mother Connection has really made me feel 
at home in Andover and connected me to 
the community.” 

As their families grow, the needs and 
interests of the Mother Connection’s steer- 
ing committee continue to change. They 
hope to bring more speakers to Andover, to 
form more support groups for participants 
with special interests (step-parents, for 
instance), to offer more workshops and 
activities for older children, to get more 
grandparents involved, to offer more late- 
afternoon and weekend events for working 
parents. 

‘People are now coming to us with their 
ideas."’ Marlies says, and that’s fine with 
the steering committee. ‘‘There are a lot of 
things we'd really like to try. It would be 
lovely to have a space, a place people could 
come to.’ (TMC has been relying on space 
donated by local churches, the Community 
Services department, day care centers and

The past months have been demanding 
ones for the steering committee. In addition 
to working on the newsletter, each commit- 
tee member takes charge of another aspect 
of TMC as well: Bonnie Callanen, rap ses- 
sions: Joan Ellis. art work; Cheryl Jonas, 
children’s events: Andi Larsen, newsletter;

Running the Mother Connection has be- 
come almost a full-time job for the steering 
committee; many of them also hold part- 
time jobs, and all of them rank mothering 
their own children as top priority, Marlies 
Says 

‘We had no idea how many details would 
be involved, how many hours it would take, 
how many phone calls we'd be answering 
every day. Sometimes it's really hard — but 
then going and seeing the activities, seeing 
new faces all the time, is really reward- 
ing. 

The committee has learned to put out a 
newsletter and to cope with all the ‘‘hidden 
expenses’ of running a non-profit organiza- 
tion. (A $15 yearly subscription fee barely 
covers the cost of publishing the newsletter, 
Ms. Zammuto says.) A $1,500 grant from 
the American Association of University 
Women got the Mother Connection off the 
ground; a fund-raising fashion show Oct. 13 
at the Lanam Club will help keep it flying 

Ms. Zammuto is currently struggling 
through a tangle of ‘bureaucratic paper- 
work"’ necessary to obtain tax-exempt sta- 
tus for the Mother Connection — important 
because ‘‘we don't want to be known as a 
social club. We want tax-exempt status as 
an educational. charitable service organiza- 
tion. We are really a community service.”’

Looking around at other community orga- 
nizations, Marlies believes that many 
townspeople have ‘‘mobilized to get things 
done’ in Andover.’‘There are people here 
who've seen a need, and said, ‘Let’s try it.’ I 
admire that so much,”’ she says. ‘‘It’s a way 
of getting things to happen. And the worst 
that can happen is that it won't happen.”’ 

The Mother Connection was born when 
Marlies Zammuto and a group of Andover 
mothers who had taken her ten-week paren- 
ting classes wanted more. They were 
“committed to an idea,’ she says, ‘‘and 
working together. you get more motivated 
to do something. Everybody needs a friend 
— to feel at home, and part of the commu- 
nity.”

Pops. But, let us remember that the facility is 
primarily a part of the high school. I offer a sugges- 
tion to the high school. 

Let each class stage three plays a year, a Shake- 
speare, a good modern comedy and a musical show. 
At the year’s end, the entire student body could put 
on a real big musical show. The two junior high 
schools could do the same thing, using the big 
auditorium, if necessary. The school department 
could bear the cost of production. Most of the 
scenery and costumes could be made up by the 
students who were not performing. And, the best 
part of it all, open the doors and let the public in 
free. In this age when we hear so much criticism of 
the elementary and secondary education across the 
country, let the public come in and see for itself all 
the good in our schools. Furthermore, this would be 
a tremendous experience for the students to per- 
form before large crowds. It would develop their 
poise and their personalities and their self confi- 
dence to the extent that they would be much better 
in their academic subjects. It would be well worth 
the expense.

Years ago, 
before the George Washington Hall was built on the 
P.A. campus, the students used to stage their plays 
in the old Town Hall.

Providing 
Protection 


The notion that victims of crime deserve 
better treatment from our criminal justice 
system is sweeping the country. I have been 
working actively to pass a victims? bill of 
rights in the Commonwealth to include ba- 
sic principles such as victim compensation 
and counseling, transpor- 
tation and escort serv- 
ices to and from court 
and protection against 
harassment. 

The Massachusetts 
Caucus of Women Legis- 
lators, of which I am a 
member, is particularly 
concerned with victims 
of rape. Our laws have 
been slow to reflect the 
reality of rape as an act of brutality, not of 
lust 

Statistics indicate that a rape is the fast- 
est growing and least reported violent 
crime. Last year in Massachusetts 1,500 
forcible rapes were reported (one every six 
hours), yet several times that number were 
never officially recorded. The victims are 
people we know—our mothers, sisters, 
daughters and friends. 

State leaders have a responsibility to 
assist rape victims and encourage them to 
report their attack and follow through in 
court. 

Governor Michael Dvkakis recently 
signed a bill to protect the privacy of sexual 
assault victims and encourage them to 
bring their assailants to justice. This mea- 
sure protects victims from unnecessary 
humiliation and embarrassment by prohib- 
iting the introduction of the victim's past 
sexual history into court trial testimony. 

Such protection already exists for a 
charge of rape, However, the nature of the 
plea bargaining system often results in 
many alleged rapists being charged with a 
crime other than rape, such as indecent 
assault and battery. The new law assures 
the protection of sexual assault victims by 
expanding the rape shield law to include the 
crimes of indecent assault on an adult or 
child. 

Evidence shows that rape victims need 
immediate therapeutic intervention to mit- 
igate the devastating effects of rape and to 
pursue court action. The Women’s Caucus 
was instrumental in fnding rape crisis cen- 
ters and specialized victim assistance 
training. These sevices have proven inval- 
uable to many hundreds of women over the 
past few years. 

Debate over the sociological and psycho- 
logical causes of rape will rage on. Mean- 
while, the least we can do for victims is 
assure them that the law is on their side.

WASHINGTON — Head- 
ache remedies and cold tab- 
lets are advertised every 
day on television. Rival 
commercials insist their 
product is the strongest 
medication you can buy 
without a doctor’s prescrip- 
tion. If your ailment isn’t 
cured by an over-the-coun- 
ter pill, you can always 
count on your doctor for a 
better remedy. 

That’s the American way 
— but it’s going to change. 
The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration is thinking of let- 
ting the drug companies 
advertise prescription drugs 
the way they do over-the- 
counter products. The phar- 
maceutical industry is all 
for the idea, but consumer 
groups and doctors — and 
even some officials in the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion — are horrified. 

If the big drug companies 
can advertise their prescrip- 
tion medications like break- 
fast food or beer, patients 
may insist that their doctors 
prescribe the remedies that 
have the catchiest commer- 
cials. If the doctor doesn’t 
think the product is appro- 
priate, the patient may end 
up shopping around for the 
“right” physician. 

In addition, a drug compa- 
ny that spends millions of 
dollars advertising its pre- 
scription drugs will have to 
add the advertising costs 
onto the price of the 
prescription. This means 
that prescription drugs will 
cost even more than they 
already do.

FDA may let drug companies sell 
prescription drugs like soap 


All of this has been spelled 
out in an internal Food and 
Drug Administration memo- 
randum that we've seen. The 
document also points out 
that the government knows 
the public doesn’t think 
much of the idea that pre- 
scription drugs should be 
advertised. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration ran an 
extensive survey of the gen- 
eral public this year and 
found that 60 percent of 
those questioned thought it 
was a bad idea. Twenty per- 
cent of the respondents were 
willing to let the drug com- 
panies advertise prescrip- 
tion drugs only if the gov- 
ernment kept strict control 
over the ads. 

Even with all the evidence 
that the advertising of pre- 
scription drugs would be 
costly, dangerous and 
unpopular, the Food and 
Drug Administration is lean- 
ing toward permitting the 
drug industry to launch its 
media campaign. 

CRUEL WAR: Nicaragua 
is in turmoil, with several 
factions attempting to wrest 
control from the left-wing 
Sandinista government. How 
these anti-communist fac- 
tions treat civilians and pris- 
oners indicates how their 
leaders might rule the coun- 


try should they emerge 
victorious. Here’s a 
rundown: 


— The Sandinistas make 
use of intelligence agents 
who track down dissidents 
and drag them out of their 
homes in the middle of the 
night.

forced to make _ public 
confessions. 

— The CIA-backed FDN 
relies on a civilian spy net- 
work which forces citizens 
to inform on their country- 
men. The civilian spies are 
thus caught in the middle: If 
they are discovered inform- 
ing for one side, the other 
will kill them. 

— The Misura group of 
Miskito Indian rebels 
attempts to recruit prison- 
ers to its cause. If an enemy 
soldier declines to switch 
sides, he is summarily 
executed. 

— Rebel leader Eden Pas- 
tora — “Commander Zero” 
— is the only one who does 
not torture his prisoners. He 
thinks the practice is coun- 
ter-productive, and he turns 
his prisoners over to the 
Costa Rican Red Cross. 

Meanwhile, a major muti- 
ny has occurred in the 
Misura Indian group. Nearly 
half of the forces changed 
allegiance from one leader 
to another. The renegades 
were dissatisfied with the 
alliance forged by their 
leader, Steadman Fagoth, 
with the largest group, the 
FDN. The mutiny was 
quelled by Honduran troops, 
and the leaders were placed 
under arrest. 

In the meantime, the Unit- 
ed States has recruited three 
new allies in the anti-San- 
dinista battle. Brazilian offi- 
cers are teaching the rebels 
guerrilla techniques; Vene- 
zuela is providing funds; and 
Israel is providing arms, 
training and money. A 
fourth country, Colombia, 
rejected the CIA’s request 


for help in toppling the 
Sandinistas. 

THIRD-WORLD RIFT: 
According to our _ intelli- 
gence sources, there’s been a 
strange split between two of 
the Third World’s most noto- 
rious leaders — Libya’s 
Muammar Qaddafi and 
Cuba’s Fidel Castro. They 
differ over strategy toward 
El Salvador. 

Qaddafi is urging leftist 
guerrillas in El Salvador to 
wage a long, drawn-out war 
of attrition with a militar 
victory as the ultimate goal. 
Castro, on the other hand, is 
more pragmatic. He favors 
negotiations to end the fight- 
ing. 

Some intelligence ana- 
lysts say this explains why a 
shipment of arms sent by 
Qaddafi to Salvadoran reb- 
els last April went by way of 
Brazil instead of Cuba. Some 
experts even believe Castro 
may have tipped off the Bra- 
zilian government about the 
shipment. Brazilian authori- 
ties seized the planes and 
created a major embarrass- 
ment for Qaddafi. 

HEADLINES AND FOOT- 
NOTES: There’s a scandal in 
the works over security for 
the 1984 summer Olympic 
games. The FBI has insisted 
on running the show but crit- 
ics say the bureau is off to a 
slow start. 

— The Arab states of 
Qatar, Kuwait and the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates fear that 
Palestinian immigrants will 
foment terrorism. Kuwait 
has gone so far as to con- 
tract for a computer system 
that will spot Palestinians 
who attempt to settle there.

~ Sac off Beacon Street. The area is zoned 


Single Residence B, Ferrante said. 

Cormier’s definitive plan calls for mov- 
ing three existing fairways on the golf 
course, Ferrante said, and building homes 
where those fairways are now located. 
Fairways seven, eight and nine would be 
relocated. > 

Ferrante said some cutting would be done 
in the area along Route 495, and that earth 
material would be used as fill in other parts 
of the site. No material would be removed 
from the site, he said, but some may be 
brought onto the site. 

The first step would be to cut down trees 
and bring the fairways to grade, the engi- 
neer said, adding that the developer in- 
tended to start work immediately and work 
as much as possible during the winter. Up 
to five or six acres will be open at any one 
time, he said. 

House lots would not be started until the 
new fairways are ready for use, at least two 
years from now. 

Chairman Jerry Greer noted that con- 
struction noise and dust have been a prob- 
lem for neighbors of the country club 
development since construction began 
more than three years ago. 

Ferrante said the area that would be 
opened this fall would be covered with snow 
during the winter, and loamed and seeded 
‘as soon as possible’ next spring. He added 
that the section is much smaller than sec- 
tion one off Canterbury Street, and isolated 
from neighbors by Route 495 and the club- 
house, while existing trees would shield the 
section’s closest abutters on Amherst 
Road 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore commented 
that any dust from the section would proba- 
bly have more impact on the rest of the 
country club development itself than on 
neighbors 

However, John Corey of 81 Lowell St. said 
the developer ‘‘might be miscalculating”’ 
the impact of winds in the area, and said 
Cormier should plan ‘mitigating mea- 
sures’ to protect neighbors from blowing 
dust 

And Nicholas Hill of 83 Lowell St. said 
starting a new section while section one 
remains unfinished would be ‘‘absolutely 
unconscionable — it’s criminal.” 

Hill said opening up section four would 
“magnify the existing problem’’ with sec- 
tion one: construction dust ‘‘blows contin- 
uously, frozen or not,’ he said. Country 
club abutters are ‘‘living in a sand dune,”’ 
and even in winter, he added, ‘‘we have 
brown snow.” 

Much of section one, where 70 homes are 
planned, is ‘‘all sand,’’ Hill told the plan- 
ners. ‘‘Nothing is loamed and nothing is 
seeded.’ Blowing sand has caused health 
problems and ‘‘property damage all up and 
down the street. This is a travesty,”’ he said 
of the new proposal. ‘‘None of this should 
begin until section one is closed up. Enough 
is enough.”’ 

Engineer Arthur Fosse of Dana F. Per- 
kins said the developer is now ‘‘in the proc-

ess of’’ loaming and seeding lots in section” 


one. He added that Cormier ‘‘has tried to 
cooperate one-thousand percent’ to pre- 
vent problems for abutters. 

But Planner Paul Curley told the devel- 
oper, ‘‘It’s about time you started mitigat- 
ing problems that are there. Somebody's 
got to de something positive.’’ And Planner 
George Moran agreed, saying the planners 
needed ‘‘some indication of good faith’ 
from the developer. 

Gilmore cautioned that the board may 
have no “‘legal perogative’’ to require more 
work on section one before approving plans 
for section four. And Chairman Greer noted 
that ‘‘our hands may be tied — we may 
have to judge section four only on its mer- 
its.”’ 


The chairman added that the board would 
“definitely take a long and hard look at the 
proposed construction schedule, and how 
much land is going to be open.’’ Greer said 
the planners would discuss the proposal 
during their next meeting, scheduled for 
Oct. 11. 

The board has a Nov. 5 deadline for ap- 
proving the definitive plan, and a Dec. 26 
deadline for approving the special permits 
to cluster and for earth removal and re- 
grading. 

Some 270 house lots are planned for the 
entire development, which is bounded by 
Lowell, Beacon and Canterbury streets and 
Chandler Circle. 

Later Tuesday, Ferrante presented pre- 
liminary plans for a much simpler subdivi- 
sion to the board. Osgood Place is proposed 
for a 13-acre site off Bellevue Road, owned 
by Mary Tateosian of Osgood Street, and 
zoned Single Residence C. 


The cluster development would include 
ten house lots on one cul-de-sac, the engi- 
neer said, and nearly four acres of open 
space. The lots would drain into existing 
wetlands and would be served by septic 
systems, Ferrante said. There would be no 
earth removal, he added 


Ferrante said his firm is testing the soil 
of the former farmland to check for herbi- 
cides and pesticides 

The planners have an Oct. 29 deadline for
